He advised that the rifle club was founded by 
LEWIS ROBINSON during March, 1964. ".ROBINSON told the source 
the purpose of the club was to protect civil rights workers 
during civil rights demonstrations "and to give young boys an 
opportunity to become familiar with firearms. 

The source stated that at : the invitation of ROBINSON, 
he had participated In rifle practice four times during April,'' 

June and July, 1964, and again during February, 1965 . Source 
stated that the rifle range is located on a farm located on 
Noble Road near Windsor, Ohio in Ashtabula County and that a mail- 
box on the road has the name~L., DOZIER. • 3/

The source stated that the farmhouse is occupied by 
a Negro male, age approximately 65, 5' 8", 150 pounds, dark 
complexion, grey and black hair - balding, and a Negro female, 
age approximately 60 , heavy build, grey hair, 5‘, 150 pounds, 
dark complexion. S6urce stated that the rifle range Is approximately 
one-half mile west from the back of the f annhouse and consisted of 
a wall of logs packed with dirt, which served as a background. 

The targets used were beer cans; whiskey bottles and soda bottles. 

The shooters range is approximately 100 yards from the target and 
one person shoots at a time. Each shooter shoots approximately 
20 rounds. 


The source stated that the only person who spoke 
with the occupants of the farm was LEWIS ROBINSON. Source stated 
that on occasions he observed women at the farm who accompanied 
the shooters, but they did not participate in rifle practice. 

Somite stated that the rifle club oh the outside 
is called the Medgar Evers Rifle Club and it usually meets 
at the JFK House, 8801" ‘Superior Avenue, Cleveland, ‘ Ohio, on 
Wednesday nights. 'Source stated that he attended approximately 
five or six of these meetings. He "stated that he never saw a 
rifle at these meetings and never heard any discussion of the 
use of force or firearms and never heard any anti -Caucasian or 
anti-UoS. Government discussions. No judo or karate Instructions 
were given. The discussion mostly pertained to civil rights 
problems and the Negro struggle for employment. He stated that

She advised that in March or April, 1965, she attended 
three or four meetings of a rifle club held at the JFK House. 

She stated that it was her understanding that the purpose of the 
rifle olub was to provide recreation for the boys and girls who 
were members. She could not recall specif ically. who introduced 
her to the rifle club or how she first decided to go to a meeting. 
She stated that the meetings were held in the basement of the 
JFK House on Wednesday nights beginning at 8:30 p.m. and lasting 
until 10:00 p.m. She stated that she originally went to the JFK 
House to attend the dances and to meet friends. 


She stated that after attending three or four meetings 
of the rifle club, she decided that it was not the type of 
organization for her. She explained that the people in charge 
talked ’of riots and indicated that the rifle club members 
would shoot people if a riot started. She stated that it was 
also made clear that if any of the rifle club members were arrested 
or hurt by the police, "the other members would be expected to 
move in to help. She stated that she never heard of any 
organized plans to. shoot people or cause riots. 


GLADYS FOSTER stated that during the time of her 
attendance at rifle club, meetings, she observed three rifles at the 
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JFK House. These guns belong t o PHIL IP MORRIS, COLLIN THOMPKINS 
and HARLLEL JONES. She stated that the' rifles 'were exhibited to 
the group and . instructions on how to i load and shoot the guns were 
given. She stated that she was told by various members of the 
rifle club that .they went to a farm to practice shooting the 
rifles. She stated that she had never been to the fann, did not 
know who owned it or where it was located. She stated that she V 
understood that scue of the individuals she mentioned as having 
been at rifle club meetings went to the farm at one time or 
another. They usually went to the fam on Sunday. She stated that 
to her knowledge these individuals' went to the fanri during the 
Pall of 1964 and the Winter and Spring of 1965 . She did not 
know whether they were still going to the farm. GLADYS POSTER 
stated, that she had never heard of the Revolutionary Action 
Movement • (RAM) or the United Black Youth.

She advised that the last meeting was shortly 
before she was sent to the Juvenile Detention Home. She advised 
/that to her knowledge, the rifle club*s last practice was on 
or about Memorial Day at their rifle range, according to what she 
was told by NORMAN \MC JUNKXNS. She. admitted' she had gone to the 
rifle range two or 1 three times during the Summer of 1964, and that 
it was located on a farm '.out in the country which is owned by 
SISTER DOZIER. She advised SISTER DOZIER comes 'to the JFK House 
to 'cook barbeques whenever they have any parties or dances at JFK 
House. 

She stated that when she went out to the rifle range, 
she usually went in the old red pickup truck which is usually- 
parked near the JFK House, owned by the JFK House. She • advised 
that other people besides herself were in" this truck and also, 
members of the rifle club went out in a blue and white car, which 
was Jointly owned by several of the members. 

She stated that the rifle club has not gone out to 
practice because both the truck ard car are not presently in 
• operating condition. 

She admitted that while at the rifle range, she had. 
fired a rifle on several occasions. • 
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I began to get very hostile foiaw m - <o 
e the statement that the Interviewing 
Agents knew why the rifle 'club was not practicing any more. 

She Indicated that after she was released from the Juvenile 
Detention Home., certain members of the rifle "club had Questioned 
her as to an investigation being conducted by the FBI into the 
activities of the rifle club but she refused to state why she 
was being interviewed in this manner. At this point In the 
interview, she walked out of the room to her bedroom and came 
back and forth several times into the room where she was being 
interviewed. 


She made the statement, "I don’t like you," an^ 
refused to make any other comment. The interview was. tormina ted 
at thi s point . AA el v « A.( , ^ 


On September 13, 1965, MELVIN LESfeHANKLIN, age 26, 
furnished the following information at the ^Metropolitan 
General Hospital, Cleveland, Ohio, where he is employed as an 
orderly % b. approx. / q 3 ^ 


Concerning the rifle club, SHANKLIN admitted he 
was a member of the rifle club that met at the' JFK House. 

He stated he attended fiye or six meetings of this group 
at the JFK House, and also attended meetings in a park. He 
stated he could not remember which park it was but, stated It 
was one of the public parks In Cleveland. He stated the last 
rifle club meeting he attended was about six months ago. 

Concerning matters discussed at these meetings, he 
stated that the principal topic always was the raising of 
funds to support the JFK House. He advised he never was at a 
meeting where judo or karate were discussed. He stated he never 
heard instructions given as to the use of a rifle; He advised 
he does own a rifle. It was pointed out to him that he had 
purchased other rifles. He admitted that he had but stated he 
bought them for other people whose names he did not remember. 


He stated to his knowledge the purposes of the 
rifle club were to afford an opportunity for recreation 
for the members and also to defend civil' rights workers. 

SHANKLIN was asked if he was active in civil rights demonstrations. 
He advised he was not. He was asked how he and other rifle club 
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members were going to defend civil rights ^ workers, and whom 
the civil rights workers were to be defended against. SHANKLIN 
was unable to furnish answers to these questions. "'SHANKLIN 
advised that he never heard any discussions at rifle club meetings 
of promoting violence, riots, or the shooting of police 
officers. 

He stated he did practice rifle shooting on a farm 
about 50 miles east of Cleveland. He stated he could not recall 
the location of the farm but he did know that it was owned by 
a Negro named DOZIER. He stated the farm was near the Midway 
Lakes area.. He stated he has not been out to the- farm" to practice 
since the Spring of 1965. He offered no explanation as to why he 
had stopped rifle practice. 


Concerning the rifle club, SHANKLIN advised that to 
his knowledge it was not presently active. He stated that because 
he works nights he does not have much opportunity to see other 
rifle, club members. 



SHANKLIN advised that he had read a little about RAM 
but did not know much about its program. He stated he was not a 
RAM member. He advise^ that he: had read a copy of ’’Black America” 
but stated he did notoyunderstand. the philosophy 'of RAM. He 
admitted he knew DOft/^REEMAN "but. stated' he had only met him at 
public meetings. "Hw stated' had’ attended the benefit party 
for. FREEMAN held^about one wftith or so ago.

A characterization of RAM is set forth' 
hereto in the appendix. DON FREEMAN is characterized

He stated he became interested in the rifle club /\ \ 
in approximately March, 1964. He advised he heard about _Af Id. » 

the club at the JEK 'House. He stated that he has in the paslT^T^ 
gone to the JFK House to meet friends and to socialize, although ^ [ 
he has not been there since about February, 1965#" He advised 
that he Joined the rifle club and went to rifle club meetings 
during 1964, until about the end of the year. He stated that he 
paid dues of $1.00 per week to the rifle club during the time 
he was a member. He said these dues • supposedly were used for 
transportation of rifle club members to and from their frifle 
range, as well as for the purchasing of supplies. He advised 
he believes that the rifle club stopped functioning sometime in 
the Spring or early Summer of 1965. 


He stated that meetings of the rifle club were 
usually held on Wednesday nights in the basement of the \ 

JFK House. He stated that discussions at these meetings 
were concerned with marching, drilling, karate. Judo, 
guerrilla warfare, and instructions on how to handle and shoot 
a rifle. He stated that he owns a high-powered rifle at this 
time. He stated it was not against the law to own a rifle but 
declined to further describe it. 


Concerning the rifle range, THOMPKINS advised it 
was located on a farm approximately 50 miles from Cleveland. • 

He stated he could not locate the farm on a map, nor could he 
furnish directions as to how to get to 'it. He denied knowing . 
the identity of the person who owned 'the farm.- He stated that 
the owner was a Negro. He advised that 'the- purpose of going to 
the farm was to practice drilling, marching, and target shooting. 

He advised that they also hunted small game on the farm. He 
advised that In the Spring and Summer of 1964, he and other • 
rifle club members cut down trees, piled them up to make a 
barricade, and filled the barricade with dirt and stones to act 
as a backstop. He stated that he and the other rifle club 
members placed bottles and cans in front of this barricade to use 
as targets. THOMPKINS stated he has not been going to this rifle 
range since last Winter, and he does not believe the range is being 
us6d any longer. He thought the reason was that the rifle club 
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was not paying the owner of the farm for the use of the 
range. He stated he did not know the last time that rifle club 
members had been there to practice. 

i 

THOMPKINS advised he went to the farm only on 
Sundays. He estimated that the number of others who were 
at the range when he was there varied between 10 to 30. 

THOMPKINS advised that his purpose in Joining 
the rifle club was to learn how to defend himself. He • 
stated he had heard instructions were to be given in Judo, 
karate, and rifle shooting, and he was interested in learning 
these arts. He stated he had heard that the purpose of the 
rifle club was to instruct the members in self defense. 

He stated he had never heard .any information to the effect 
the rifle club was in favor of force and violence or was , 
interested in promoting racial riots. 

He stated he desired to learn defensive arts 
and how to shoot a rifle strictly for his own protection. 

He stated he definitely was not looking for trouble but - 
he wished to be able to defend himself if somebody attempted 
to harm him. He declined to enlarge upon whom he was going 
to defend himself against'. He would only say that the 
world situation is very uneasy at this time, and he wanted 
to be able to survive and to protect his family. 

He stated he does not practice rifle shooting 
at this time because he does not know of any available range. 

He also advised that the Army-Navy Store on Prospect Avenue - 
near East 9th Street, Cleveland, has refused to sell him 
ammunition for his rifle. He stated he was given no reason for 
this refusal. 1 

THOMPKINS advised he Is single and likes to travel. 
He stated he has recently taken a trip down South through 
Tennessee, Alabama, and Georgia. He advised that most 
people down South, both white and' Negro, are aroused about 
civil rights and most people down there have guns. He 
declined to go into specific details -about this statement 
but stated it was one reason why he owned this rifle. He 
stated he did not want to be unprepared to defend himself if 
trouble started. 
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. ;#%'{!■ THOMPKINS advised he would not identify other 

individuals associated with the rifle club. He stated this 
refusal was not made out of fear but rather out of principle. 

He advised he did not wish to speak for anybody but himself. 

He declined to estimate the number of rifle club members but 
stated at some , of the sessions on the range 1 there were 25 to 30 ^ 
people present. THOMPKINS stated he did not know anything ° - 
about RAM, the Organization for Black Power, or United Black 


Youth.

10RRIS admitted that he was a member of the 

rifle c lu67\JhTch~me t at the JFK House, 8801 Superior Avenue,. 
Cleveland, Onio. He advised he Joined this club in the Summer 
of 1964, and attended five or six meetings of . the club in the 
basement of the JFK House. He stated that he last attended a 
rifle club meeting in December, 1964. He stated he owns a rifle 
He was asked if he owned more than one rifle, and he admitted 
that he was going to buy another one in the Summer of 1965* but 
.decided against it. When he was asked why;he did not purchase 
the second rifle, he only smiled. I 


MORRIS stated that the purpose of the rifle club 
was for recreation. Just like any other rifle club. He stated 
they were supposed to practice and compete, in tournaments' 
with other rifle clubs. He admitted that the rifle club had' never 
actually entered any such tournaments." He advised that at the 
meetings he attended he never heard any instructions about rifle 
shooting, karate. Judo, riots or violence. He stated that the 
only things discussed were ways ' and means of keeping the JFK 
House opened. He advised that from his observations at rifle 
club meetings, he would guess there were about 20' or 30 people 
who attended the rifle club meetings. He seated he had never 
heard anything about the formation of a guerrilla army. He 
stated that dues in the rifle club were' $5.00 per month. He 
stated the rifle club is not presently having meetings or holding 
rifle practice. He stated the reason they are not practicing / 
or meeting is a lack of funds. He stated he believed that the 
rifle practice stopped in the early Summer of 1965. He stated 
he has practiced with a shotgun at the Midway Gun Club in 
Ashtabula County, but he never practiced at the farm. He stated 
that he did not know the location of the farm where rifle practice 
was held, nor did he know who owned this farm. 
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MORSXZ was questioned about his attendance at a meeting 
at which JAMEsSghABAZZ spoke, which was held at the Masonic Temple 
on East 105th Sweet, in March, 1965. ’ MORRIS stated he did 
attend this meeting, and as a rifle club member he was asked 
to help to keep order at the meeting. He stated that he wore 
the rifle club uniform consisting of a black beret, a red 
sweater, and dark trousers. He denied that he had a pistol 
in his possession at the meeting, and he denied any knowledge 
that any of the girl at the meeting had guns. He stated that 
gi rls from the rifle club who were at the meeting were GLADYS 
' FOSTER, GHIRLEY_(Last_N ame Unkn own), MARY_ANN" (Last Name Unknown), 
and RACHENbELLOWS. He ^dvised^tlTat^BELLOWS resides at .11417

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Concerning the rifle club, SHIRLEY POWELL advised 
that she had heard that a rifle club had been formed by LEWIS 
ROBINSON in the Spring of 1964 and that this " club met at the 
JFK House at 88th Street and Superior. She stated that she 
herself had never been to a rifle club meeting and had never 
become a member. She stated that she does not believe the 
rifle, club is active at this time because she has not heard 
anything about it in recent months. She stated that she had heard 
about a farm where rifle club members went to practice but that she 
had never been there, did not know where it was and who owned it. 
She stated that she had heard that members of the JFK House had 
been there on picnics. 

She stated that her connection with the JFK House 
was principally as a hostess and chaperone at the dances^that 
took place there. She stated that because she is over 21, 

Mrs. ROBINSON had asked her to be a hostess. She stated that she . 
had also attended several dinners at the JFK House. She advised 
that she had never attended meetings of any sort at the JFK House. 

She stated that she did attend a meeting held at the 
Masonic Temple on East 105th 'Street in the Spring of 1965 at which - 
JAMES SHABAZZ was the chief speaker. She denied that she had a 
gun in her possession .at this meeting and^also denied any knowledge 
of security precautions in which members of the rifle club were 
involved. 

On September 23, 1965, COLLINS 'THOMPKINS, ' age 21, 

Room 210, 10402 St.' Clair Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio, furnished 
the following information: 

THOMPKINS ' stated that he heard about there being a 
rifle club from fellows hanging around on East 105th Street, aid 
that if you were interested in shooting to come around to the 
JFK House to meetings. He evaded questions about the rifle 
club or the activities of the rifle club. .He stated that this 
rifle club had no name. He admitted that he owned a 303 En fiel d 
rifle- and that he participated in target practice at the DOZIER 
farm several times a month during the summer of 1964 and again 
this year, the last time being about May 30, 1965. He advised 
that he stopped shooting because he had lost interest and it 
was too expensive a hobby. He denied that he participated in any 
guerrilla warfare training or that this rifle club was to protect 
civil rights workers. He stated that there were\ no girls in this 
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rifle club or at the target practices, 
any other members of the rifle club.

He stated that he has never met DONALD FREEMAN, 
but has heard of him. - He advised- that he has never heard of 
RAM, Organization for Black Power, or United Black Youth.

He stated that at the - 
meetings he attended the only thing discussed was the nomenclature 
of rifles, and not the protection of civil rights workers or 
guerrilla warfare. The purpose of this rifle club was to 
provide recreation for the folder boys who came to the JFK House 
and to engage in target practice. The only reason otherwise 
that he went to the JFK House was to keep order and help LEWIS 
ROBINSON. He stated that he has heard that there are supposedly 
300 members of this rifle club, but that he never saw that many. 

He informed that he owns a German Mauser Rifle and that he went with 
the rifle club to the DOZIER farm in the 'Summer of 196*1 and the 
Spring of 1965 for target | shooting. He stated that he has also 
shot skeet at the Midway Club located near the DOZIER farm. 

He refused to '.Identify other members. of the rifle club or his 
companions when he went to the DOZIER farm, or even the leaders 
of the' rifle 'club. He did state that LEWIS ROBINSON 'Is the head 
of the JFK House; (He stated that he' is acquainted with DON FREEMAN 
but has never gone to meetings with him' or been present at any 
meetings. with him. • He stated that he has heard about RAM, but 
knows nothing about it. He' stated that he 'has never he drd of the • 
Organization for Black Power. '' SHANKLIN stated that he Is: not going 
to say anything about the rifle club or its members "which is going 
to put him on "Front Street" (means Ohio Sjtate Priso^n^.

JUNKINS. at first denied knowing the existence of a 

rifle club or evenjbeing a member of any type of rifle club. He

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stated that he went to the JFK House on Superior Avenue to 
help out and to keep order on the premises. He then admitted that 
he did belong to a rifle club which met at the JFK House during 
1964 and 1965 but that he no longer belonged to it. He stated 
during this period he had occasion to' engage in target practice 
with the rifle club at the DOZIER farm. 'He stated that at one 
time he owned a Mauser rifle which he disposed of as well as a 
.32 caliber pistol. He stated he owns a .12 gauge shotgun and 
a .22 caliber rifle. He admitted that he had ordered a carbine 
at Galco Sales under the alias of CHARLES WILLIAMS but that he 
decided against going through with the purchase of this weapon. 


MC JUNKINS stated that he no longer belonged to 
the rifle club, that he does -not frequent the JTfK House or 
associate with any of the individuals who belong to the rifle 
club. He advised that he does not know, If the rifle club is * • 
still active. He stated that he is presently employed by Western

On November 3, 1965, source further advised' that at 
one time HARLLEL JONES and some of his associates concealed their 
rifles and ammunition in the ceiling of the basement of the JFK House.

SANDERS advised that he never belonged to the rifle 
club which met at the JFK House and that except to attend two 
dances there which was over a year ago, he never frequented , 
or .went there. He admitted that once during the Summer of 1964, 
he went with members of the rifle club to the farm of Mr. DOZIER 
where they had target practice. ' He informed that he did not 
do any shooting, and further that he did not own any firearms. 

He advised that he has never heard of RAM or the Organization for 
Black Power. He stated that he is single and presently frequents 
the - Cadillac Pool Hall, Eddy and A^Lington Roads. He stated that 
next year he intends to marry ELISEKJACKSON, a student at 
Collinwood High School who lives on 'Thames off East 152nd_ Street . 
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CV T-3 advised on March 14, 1965, that, he was present for 
part of a rifle club meeting held on March 10, 1965* at the 
Jono Freedom Kenyatta ( JFK) House, 8801 Superior Avenue, Cleveland, 
He stated that, the meeting was held in the basement and he was 
startled to see several persons there with weapons. He advised 
that these persons had ,a diagram of the Pleasant Road Baptist 
Church, and they were making plans, for some members of the rifle 
club to serve as security guards for DON FREEMAN at a meeting 
and rally of the Freedom Fighters to be held at this church,

He advised that the guns he saw were revolvers or automatics 
and at least one of them was loaded because he saw one of the 
rifle club members inserting and removing a clip containing 
ammunition.

He advised that an individual who called himself DAW UD

The: source stated that DON FREEMAN made the comment' 
that now is the time for a strategic" withdrawal as far as ' 
openly advocating- revolution is concerned and that they should 
attempt to unite all Negro organizations . in this country and 
educate the Negroes before going ahead with -their plans for"warfare. 
The source stated that this statement by FREEMAN was prompted by 
the fact that FREEMAN was suspended from 'his' school teaching 
position as a result of being publicly exposed as a RAM member. 

According to source, FREEMAN further stated that 
a number .of people have stated that they would support him in 
efforts to get his Job back but that these people did not 
actually know how he felt. . He said that -these people would drop 
him like a dirty shirt if they knew his^ true beliefs. He also 
said that his parents' had no idea how strongly he feels about 
the Negro situation and the fact that he has been advocating 
revolution. FREEMAN also said that he may go to Africa if he 
is unsuccessful in getting his Job back. 
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The source stated that apparently FREEMAN does not 
have complete control of the rifle club because ‘ JONES and WARE 
stated that they would go ahead with their plans for the rifle 
club when DON made his statement about this being the time for a 


strategic withdrawal. 


The source also stated the HENRY B^&QNES, HARLLEL 
JONES’ brother, was at the rifle club, meeting mentioned above 
on March 10, 1965- and that he tebves a 1957 Lincoln convertible 
butthat he did not know if HENI&X JONES is actually a member of the 
rifle club. , 


The Freedom Fighters is a legitimate civil rights 
organization in Cleveland, Ohio.

He advised that a regular meeting of the rifle club 
was held at the JFK House on March 17> 1965 and that ’HARLLEL 
JONES and ALBERT WARE ran the meeting.

Source further stated he had learned that DAVE OWENS 
had come to the rifle club and tried to take over the operation' 
of the club $re£umably as a representative of RAM, but that 
^actually HANIEWAHAB and DON FREEMAN stated OWENS was not an 
officer of RAM / \nd from their remarks, the source gained the 
impression that he may not even be a member. • 


The source stated that LEWIS ROBINSON was at the,. . 
above mentioned meeting. The source stated that it seems to him 
that there is, some difference of opinion as to who is running 
the rifle club because it appears that LEWIS ROBINSON thinks 
that it is his group whereas the RAM people have been more and 
more in attendance at the meetings and thfey also consider it to 
be their group. He said that most of the people affiliated with 
RAM make unfavorable statements about LEWIS ROBINSON because they 
feel that he is primarily a publicity seeker .and - talks too much. 
Further, he has a white wife, which makes him unacceptable to this 
group .

He pointed out 
that the driveway to the DOZIER dwelling is located on the 
Hartsgrove and Windsor Township lines. 

RAY SHORE, Ashtabula County Engineers Office, 

Jefferson, Ohio, furnished Ashtabula County road maps and also 
made available maps showing the property of LAWRENCE DOZIER, 
Hartsgrove, Ohio, and the property of individuals surrounding 
his property. 
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It is noted on this map that the section on the 'northern end 
of the property of DOZIER has apparently been sold as of 
1961 to JAMES and ETHEL COLLIER. 
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On July 8, 1965* Ashtabula County Court Docket #7386 
and related papers were reviewed ' ; ‘ , T . . /r'\ , 

at the County Court House located at Jefferson, Ohio, 

The defendants were listed as LAWRENCE DOZIER, WILLA ^ 
DOZIER and WILLIAM EIRY JONES, They were arrested on May- 11, 

1955* a nd charged with Illegal Manufacture of Liquor. 

On December 17, 1955, both DOZIERs were -found guilty, 
LAWRENCE DOZIER was fined $1,000 and costs. WILLA DOZIER was 
fined $100. 

WILLIAM JONES entered a guilty plea and was sentenced 
to 90 days plus costs; execution of sentence was suspended for 
90 days on good behavior and on giving a $200 bond, 

LAWRENCE DOZIER appealed his conviction, however, 
according to\entries in the Court Docket his attorney failed 
to comply with statutory time limits and the appeal was disallowed. 

On February 9* 1957 » LAWRENCE DOZIER failed to appear 
in court for sentencing and a capias was issued for his arrest. 

On November 1, 1958, It was noted that LAWRENCE DOZIER had been 
located and on November 15, 1958, be appeared in court and the 
sentence of December 17, 1955 was ordered into effect and he 
was committed to Jail, being In default of payment of fine and 
costs . 


The court file contained a letter dated December 8, 

1958, from W. T. LOWRY, M.D., Jefferson, Ohio, who stated that 
he had examined DOZIER, DOZIER had been employed in a grinding 
shop at Cleveland, Ohio, for approximately 26 years, at which 
time he developed silicosis, a chronic pulmonary disease caused 
by deposition of foreign atmospheric particles in his lungs. 

This completely disabled him and he receives compensation from 
the State Industrial Commission. The doctor found that- his 
breathing was Impaired, that he has a poor heart and he recommended 
his release from the County Jail. 

A file on this case maintained in the office of the 
Ashtabula County Prosecutor contained the following pertinent 
Information: 
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The Alcohol, Tobacco and Tax Unit, United States 
Treasury Department initiated investigation of LAWRENCE DOZIER 
as a result of the surveillance of . a truck which at Cleveland, 
Ohio, picked up raw material normally used to set up a still 
and followed this truck to the farm of DOZIER* The license 
plates on the truck were listed to LUTHER WARD, 10932 Grantwood, 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

The attorney for Mr. and Mrs. DOZIER was THEODORE M. ' 
WILLIAMS, a member of the law firm of Williams and Bradley, 

3507 Woodland Avenue, Cleveland. The prosecuting attorney was:. 
CALVIN W. HUTCHINS, now Ashtabula County Juvenile Judge. 


WILLA DOZIER testified during the trial that she was an 
employee of the LampL Dress Factory, 2607 Superior Avenue, and 
the Twin Auto Seat Company, West 27th and Lorain, b^h Cleveland, 
Ohio.

'On the same date, Ashtabula County Prosecutor JOSEPH 
MAHONEY | and Ashtabula County -Sheriff TOM FASULA were 

advised of the rifle range located on the property of LAWRENCE 
DOZIER, Noble- Road, Hartsgrove Township, Ashtabula County. 

They were further advised that information had been developed 
„ that firing was going on on this property every Sunday since the 
•> Spring of this year until June 20, 1965* and that firing also had 
been going on during the Summer of 1964. .They infoimed that the 
discharge of firearms in end of itself, on 'the property of 
DOZIER, was not a violation of any law and that the State; Of Ohio 
.-'fgir Revised Code Number 3773*21. and Number 3773*04 -could, in certain 
situations apply if the firing was being directed outside the 
enclosures of the DOZIER property. — v*?. 

On the same date. Deputy Sheriff MURRAY LEWIS advised 
that he had a record for WILLIAM EIRY JONES, Windsor, Ohio, 
their number A 1109, who was arrested on May 11, 1955* for Illegal 
Manufacture of Liquor and who was released on $1,000 bond on 
May 16, 1955* No further disposition was listed. JONES was 
described as a Negro male, ‘then age 28, bom at Anderson, South 
Carolina, 5’7i M * 152 pounds. 

He advised that he had a record for LAWRENCE DOZIER, 
their number A 837* containing the, following arrests:

On August 4/ 1965, CV T-6' informed that BETH ROBINSON, 
wife of LEWIS ROBINSON, stated th£t she knew the hoys missed 
LEWIS at the rifle club, but she made him give it up. She stated 
that she had. told ROBINSON he already had lost a good Job because 
of his starting a rifle club and she told him that she was going 
to leave him unless he gave up the rifle club. 

On September 2, 1965, CV T-6 furnished the following 
information: 

He stated that in his opinion, the rifle club, which 
formerly met at the JFK House, is no longer in existence, which 
information he has previously furnished regarding this club. 

He stated that in view of his association with ROBINSON and the 
fact that he lives near the JFK House, and goes there on occasion, 
he would know whether ✓the rifle club was still in existence. V 

On September 29, 1965, CV T-6 advised the rifle 
club, which foimerly met at the JFK House, is still inactive and 
probably dissolved. 

On October 27, 1965, CV T-6 stated that he still fre- 
quents the JFK House and that if the rifle club ever starts up 
again, he is confident he will be aware of it. He stated that 
he has not observed any of the rifle club members there; that 
only teenagers from the neighborhood come to fthe JFK House for 
social activities. • : 

On May 5, 1965, CV T-Ts^dvis^^fea^on April 29, 

1965, LEWIS "ROBINSON and CORNEL IUS^OUNG engaged in ~ conversation 
about explosives; YOUNG mentioned t^at while he was In the 
service he had some experience in demolition and ROBINSON "told 
him that he needed a good man to construct bombs. YOUNG indicated 
that he was interested; however, neither one pursued the matter 
any further at that time. 

On July SO, 7.1965, CV T-8 advised that "DONALD FREEMAN 
was supposed to go to a meeting that night at the residence of 
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MELVIN SHANKLIN, Apartment 1-B, 1397 East Boulevard. Source 
stated that FREEMAN and SHANKLIN were barely acquainted with 
each other and SHANKLIN had to remind FREEMAN " that he met him 
at a recent meeting where FREEMAN had been^er speaker. 

On September 2, 1965>^GLE1JN^IMPS0N, 7619 Wade- Park 
Avenue, furnished the following infedmiation: ‘ — 

He stated thaf-fre^was interested in the civil 
rights movement and was presently the ^ Mem bership Chairman of 

—the_ Er.eedom_F.iKht.ers,, He stated that this was a legitimate 

civil rights organization and he furnished a copy of the 
constitution of the Freedom Fighters to explain their program. 

He advised that he regularly attends meetings of the Freedom 
Fighters and he has never heard any individual advocate violent 
overthrow of the Government or organizing riots. 

SIMPSON advised that he knew nothing about a rifle 
club, although he did recall that LEWIS ROBINSON did get some 
publicity when he announced formation of such a club about a year 
or so ago. He stated that he is acquainted with ROBINSON but 
does not associate with him. He stated that he has been to the 
JFK House to attend 'Freedom" Fighters meetings. He stated that 
he has never heard of a rifle club that met there nor’ has he ever 
seen any weapons displayed there. 

On September 28, 1965, CV T-9. furnished the following 
infoimation: 

There has never been &■ rifle club headed by LEWIS 
ROBINSON, other than on paper and in the newspapers. It was a 
publicity stunt and all inquiries were turned away. ROBINSON 
felt that the publicity was such that he really did not need a 
rifle club — Just the threat. 

On September 19, 1965, CV T-10 stated ALBERT WARE 
made the statement that investigation by the FBI had' caused 
the rifle club to discontinue holding meetings or any rifle 
practices. WARE stated that the rifle club was not getting 
together on a regular basis, but wanted to be able to get together 
in the event anything came up.' , The' source advised that WARE would 
like to continue the rifle club because he is the leader of the 
club and this makes him feel important as this is the first 
opportunity he has ever had to be the leader of anything. 
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On October 6 , 1965* CV T-ll furnished the following 
information: 

LEWIS ROBINSON was heard to say on October 3, 1965 
that the rifle club was no longer active.. ROBINSON indicated 
that the, young people who belong to the rifle club would not 
do as they were directed and there was no authority in the 
club. 


* Source further advised that leaflets distributed in the 
Cleveland area under the name of United Black Youth were brought 
from either Chicago or New York during the latter part of August 
or early part of September, 1965 * and were distributed by a few 
members of the rifle club in the Hough area and in the vicinity 
of Superior Avenue and East 105 th Street. These leaflets call ' 
for young Negroes to Join the guerrilla aimy to kill white 
people.. 


On Augus t 30, 1965* •. Cleveland City Councilman MORRIS 
JACKSON, 20th Ward, furnished a copy of a mimeographed one-page 
leaflet which he stated had been passed out on Hough Avenue in 
his ward during the preceding weekend. Mr. JACKSON pointed out 
that Hough Avenue is in the heart of the Negro slum area in 
Cleveland and is the area where racial riots might be expected 
to occur. He stated he had developed no infonnation of a specific 
nature indicating a racial riot would occur, and did not know 
the origin of the leaflet which was signed "The Black' United 
Youths." He stated he had never heard of this group before. 

The leaflet is quoted below: 

" ATTENTION ATTENTION 


" 1 VIOLENCE * | 1 

"We as black people have been oppressed, raped, killed 
and made to bleed for this ' white* beast , but yet 

he doesn't want us to be violent to protect ourselves 
against him. Brothers and sisters, listen to what 
we have to say. 'It is time for us to rise up and 
know the true meaning of nationalism. The people 
need land and freedom, not integration. 
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"TURN THE OTHER CHEEK? 


"W the black people will have to become revolutionist 
and revolt against this ’white’ beast and revolutionize 
fast or it will be too late. 

"Brothers, why should you join up and help this 1 whit e 
beast ’ fight and napalm your black brothers in Viet Nam 

when your mothers, fathers, sisters and brothers are 
being killed daily in Los Angeles, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Louisiana — right here at home??? 

’NOTHING HAS BEEN OR IS BEING DONE ABOUT IT...... 


"We, ’ The Black United Youths ’ will not be sold out 

and join this ‘white beasts’ a my, who will turn you 
into Uncle Toms, that will by his control will kill 
and kill his black brothers here at home and abroad. 

If you must join an army, join your own black guerilla 
army to fight these ’white’ war mongers and oppressors 
who rape, kill and plunder all Ulack people, all over 
the world. 

"Wake up, this white beast is killing black people 
on a universal scale. Is. this the works of a man 
or is it the works of a beast?? 

"Surely this cannot be' the works of a man for no 

man. will dare do these things 

If we shall spill blood, then let us do it killing 
this 'white beast.' • ’

On August 31, 1965, Sergeant JOHN J. UNGVARY, 
Bureau of Special Investigations, Cleveland Police Department, 
stated that his agency had obtained a copy of the above leaflet 
on August 30, 1965, from the person of a Negro youth who was 
arrested on that date on a shoplifting charge. Sergeant UNGVARY 
interviewed the youth as to the origin of the leaflet and was 
told that it was passed out over the weekend of August 27-29, 
1965 on Hough Avenue. He said he received his copy from a 
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Negro male who came into Players Pool Hall on Hough Avenue on 
the above dates. He stated he did not know this person but was 
told by him that he could learn more about it by attending 
meetings at the JFK House on Wednesday evenings. 

Sergeant UNGVARY stated that his files contained no 
information concerning a group known as "The Black United 
Youths." 


Sergeant UNGVARY stated that a Negro rifle club was < 
known to have met at the JFK House in the past but that 
available information indicates no meetings have been held of 
the rifle club in recent weeks. 

On September 2, 1965 9 CV T-6 advised that hq was 
at the JFK House on the evening of September 1, 1965 and that 
there was no meeting held that evening by anyone connected with 
the United Black Youth. ■ Further that he had been unable to 
develop any information indicating that any such organization 
was active at the JFK House. . N 

The source advised that since he lived in the neigh- 
borhood and frequently visited the JFK House, he would know if 
any such activity occurred and he would immediately make 
this information known. 

On October 8, 1965 , CV T-13 advised that on the 
evening of January 1, 19^5, he picked up approximately 20 pieces 
of rifle brass under the windows of the apartment occupied by 
HARLLEL JONES at 1556 Ansel Road. The source stated that tenants 
of this building said that JONES was firing a rifle out of one 
of the windows of his apartment on New Year’s Eve. 


II. MEMBERSHIP 

On June 17, 1965, PERRY HARRIS was interviewed at 
the Cuyahoga County Jail and he stated that he believed the 
following individuals were affiliated with the rifle club;\ He 
based this opinion on the fact that he has seen these individuals 
going to the basement room, of the JFK House to attend meetings 
which were announced as rifle club meetings. He also based 
this opinion on general conversation he has had with these 
individuals about rifles and also because most of these individuals 
owned rifles.

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_ HARRIS advised based on his observation, he would 

say that HARUJJL " JONES and ALBERT WARE were in charge of the 
rifle club. He stated that since he had never been to a rifle 
club meeting, he does not know what takes place. He stated 
that HARIX.EI/ ! JONES conducts physical exercises.; on most Sunday 
afternoons at the JFK House. He also stated that he has heard 
HAHLtEL. ■ JONES talked about hiring a professional judo expert 
to give classes at the JFK House, but to his knowledge this 
has never materialized. He also advised that insofar as he 
knows the rifle club members who have guns purchased them 
themselves and he never received any indication that the rifle 
club members were subsidized by any individual or group. 

HARRIS advised that there is a warning bell system 
at the JFK House. He stated that when he was a supervisor at 
the JFK House, he was instructed by HARfclEL: JONES and ALBERT 
WARE to push the button on the main floor if the police or 
strangers came to the JFK House. He advised that this bell 
rang only in the basement room. He stated that the bell button 
was located on the rear wall of the main floor. He believed It 
was operated off dry cell batteries. 

The following information was furnished by HARRIS either 
as a result of interrogation, showing of photos or information 
voluntarily furnished by HARRIS: 

JESSIE (LNU) - he is an uncle of JACKIE and is believed 
to live with JACKIE and her mother on Superior Avenue. 

SKEET - does not know true name. He refers to him 
as "the man with the camera n . He attends Thomas 
Edison Trade School. He Is 18 or 19 years old and 
he does not own a rifle. He is a rifle club member. 


TYRONE FULLER - he is a supervisor at the JFK House. 
He Is 18 years old and he is a rifle club member. 

He is presently in the county jail, having been 
arrested with HARRIS on a charge of receiving stolen 
property. 


PHIJJC? ' MORRIS - he is a rifle club member. He is 
presently employed unloading trains somewhere on 
Woodland Avenue. He owns a carbine top loading weapon. 

He identified Cleveland Police Department 862.4- as 

PHILIP. MORRIS. fT ' ' ' 
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ALBERT WARE - a leader of the rifle club. He 
identified Cleveland Police Department Photo 
# 79287 and other photos of ALBERT WARE. WARE 
is presently attending a school on the East Side, 
but he does not know the location of the school 
or what WARE is studying. WARE owns an Enfield 
Rifle, a pistol and a bow and arrow. He is 
presently going with an 18 year old Negress, GLADYS 
(LNU ) , who has had a baby from a previous affair. 

He believes that WARE is capable of violence, 

NORMAN MC JUNKINS - he is a rifle club member. He 
owns a rifle and a pistol. He identified Cleveland 
Police Department Photo #108102 as identical with 
MC JUNKINS. MC JUNKINS lives around East 125th 
Street and Arlington. He purchased a rifle from May‘;s 
Department Store several months ago. 

Unknown Negro female, a heavy set girl, about 18 
or 19 years old. She lives on East 128th Street 
and is the girlfriend of NORMAN MC JUNKINS. He. 
has seen her at the JFK House six or seven times. 

RICHARD SHANKLIN - he identified Cleveland Police 
Department Photo #104553 as the person known to him 
as RECO. He is a rifle club member and owns a rifle. 

COLLINS THOMPKINS - he is a rifle club member. He 
knows him as COVES and believes he is a relative of 
RICHARD SHANKLIN. He is presently employed with 
PHIL MORRIS unloading trains. He hangs around the 
Pullman Bar, Euclid and East 84th Street. He does •• 
not own a gun. He believes COVES has lost interest 
in the rifle club after he started working about a 
couple of month ago. 

DAVE OWENS - did not know him by name, but identified 
him from Cleveland police Department Photo as a rifle 
club member. He does not believe that he owns a gun. 
He has seen him on several occasions at the JFK House 
conversing with ALBERT WARE and going to rifle club 
meetings at the JFK House basement. 
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HARTt^rr. JONES - he Is a leader in the rifle club. 

He owns a .22 caliber pistol and a rifle. He identified 
Cleveland Police Department Photo #105677 as HARlLfiL , i 
JONES. He believes that JONES is capable of violence. 

HENRY B. JONES - a brother of HARLLEL JONES. He 
does not believe he is a rifle club member because 
he has seen him at the JFK House only two or three 
times. He drives an old yellow Lincoln. He always 
carries a knife. 

HAN IF WAHAB - he identified him from a photo, but 
does not know his name. He believes that WAHAB has 
some connection with the rifle club because he 
seems to have some authority in his dealings with 
JONES and WARE. He stated that on one occasion 
at the JFK House, WARE told him that he was not a 
true brother because he had processed hair. 

MELVIN SHANKLIN - he identified Cleveland Police 
Department Photo #88614 as the individual known to him 
as RECO’s brother. He is a rifle club member and he 
has seen him with a knife. 


LEWIS ROBINSON - Organizer of the JFK House and the 
rifle club. He owns a rifle. He stated that ROBINSON 
was not popular with local people and in his opinion, 
he did not stand a chance of being elected to the 
Cleveland City Council. 



JOSEPH THOMPKINS, brother of COVES - He drives a 
1959 Cadillac convertible, red with white top. He 
does not believe he is a rifle club member, but he 
has seen him several times at the JFK House.

Concerning his disassociation with the JPK House, and 
the people connected with the House, HARRIS explained as follows: 
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He refused to have his processed hair cut short 
and this caused LEWIS ROBINSON and the others to get angry with 
him. Sometine in March, 1965* he had an argument with LEWIS 
ROBINSON and he punched ROBINSON in the mouth. A few nights 
later, he was standing outside the Thunderbird Bar when he was 
Invited by HARLIEJf’ JONES to come down the street to talk. He 
refused to leave the front of the bar and he was attacked there 
by HARLLEL”:’ JONES, MELVIN SHANKLIN and NORMAN MC JUNKINS. There 
were others in the group, but these three were the main assailants.

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On June 25, 1965, CV T-4, who associated with* 
members of the rifle club, made the following comments about 
the individuals listed hereafter: 

PHILIP MORRIS - knows him as PHIL. He is a 
rifle club membernand he has observed him 
take rifle practice at the above described 
farm.

He has never seen him at the farm.

He has seen him at the rifle 
club meetings, but never at the farm.

PERRY HARRIS - he has ; seen him at the JFK

He has seen him practice at the f aim and 
observed that he is a poor shot. He believes 
that ROBINSON is a publicity seeker and not 
devoted to the civil rights cause except : to 
the extent that it can get him some publicity. 

DON FREEMAN' - -he knows FREEMAN through 
attendance at various civil rights meetings 
and demonstrations. He has never seen him 
at a rifle club meeting. 

Reverend JOSEPH KIDD . - he has seen him at the 
JFK House, but. never at rifle club meetings. 

He is an assistant minister of the church 
where the Shabazz Rally was supposed to be 
held but which was cancelled..

This document stated, in part, that RAM was officially 
organised l* 1 tbe Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans who support the 
revolutionary objective^ of Robert F. Williams, now residing In 
Cufc{^ arid his concept of organised violence to achiave the liberation 
of the Afro~Anerican people in the United States 0 This M£ttifesfto 
disclosed that RAM had oriented its program to one of education and 
political revolution and the organization of a "black” political 
party with revolutionary objectives, having recognised the need £or 
a “black revolution" that could and would seize power * RAM philosophy 
i© described in this document as one of revolutionary nationalism, 
that is, one Involving the struggles of the nonwhite races of the 
world against exploitation and enslavement by the white capitalist 
and imperialist nations. 

Regarding Williams, it should be noted that on August 28, 
1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, North Carolina, 
charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid prosecutipp for the crime 
of kidnapping. Subsequent to the issuance of thi® warrant, WillA&ras 
fled the United States to Cuba, where he now publishes a monthly 
newsletter entitled “The Crusader" from Havana.

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This sourpe stated in May, 1965 , there ha A been no 
formal headquarters, 40 such, for RAM tut that headquarters have 
been with Freeman since he haB played such a. dominant role in the 
leadership of and has directed the policies and activities of 
the organization. 

Within recent months, according to the second source, 
dissension within RAM has become evident and Borne dissatisfaction 
with Freeman^ leadership has arisen. So far ae is known, howeyer, 
he remains the titular leader of RAM,; 

To date, according to the second source in May, 1965* 

RAM has organized units and membership in several of the larger 
cities in the United States east of the Mississippi River and 
the organization is currently active in attempting to recruit 
-he%raembers and expand its sphere of influence.

Further Investigation by the Cleveland Office has 
determined that f.or all intents and purposes , the captioned 
rifle club ceased' to exist during June, 1965* and no target 
practice has been conducted since that time. Interviews 
are presently being conducted of all-members , male and 
female, and it was learned that one of the main deterrents 
to the ambitions of this group and some of its members is 
the investigation being conducted by the Bureau, which they 
became aware of during June, 1965. 

The "Plain Dealer", a daily newspaper published at 
Cleveland, Ohio, in the issue of September 29, 1965# reported 
that LEWIS ROBINSON, a candidate for City Council in the 
primary election held on September 28, 1965, was defeated by 
the incumbent. ROBINSON ran as an Independent with the 
backing of the local offic^. of CORE and of 'The Call-Post,' 
a Negro newspaper published weekly at Cleveland, Ohio. He 
received approximately 33 per cent of the total vote.

It is noted that the Ashtabula County, Ohio, 
Prosecutor and the Ashtabula County Sheriff have both 
advised that no laws of the State of Ohio or any town- 
ship ordinance have been violated in the use of the Dozier 
farm for target practice purposes. It is also noted that 
the owner of the farm, Lawrence Dozier, is very zealous- 
in preventing any trespassers on his property and is known 
to have prevented at gunpoint snow removal crews from 
turning their equipment around on his property. 

Inasmuch as the site utilized by the Medgar Evers 
Rifle Club has been located, the Bureau does not desire 
that physical surveillances be conducted on Dozier's 
property for the purpose of observing this Club at target 
practice. There is no objection to maintaining a physical 
surveillance of the Dozier farm to determine the identity 
of persons visiting this farm; however, no such surveillanc 
should be conducted on any property owned by Dozier. 

The locating and photographing of the area used 
by this Club for target practice purposes is an excellent 
piece of work by the Agents of your office and attests to 
the fine attitude and initiative with which these Agents 
approached this investigation.
